SEPARATELY BY EACH SIDE (EMBASSY AND COMUSJAPAN COLLABORATED 
ON OURS) AND THEN COMPARED PRIOR TO MEETING. LIST OF TOPICS 
APPROVED AT MEETING REPRESENTED COMPOSITE OF RESPECTIVE 
IDEAS. MANY OF WHICH HAD BEEN IDENTICAL OR OVERLAPPING. 

2. FOLLOWING ARE TOPICS AGREED UPON: 

I. CONCEPT OF SELF-DEFENSE 

1. BASIC DEFENSE POSTURE AS CONCEIVED BY THE GOJ, IN- 
CLUDING THE CONCEPT OF SELF-DEFENSE (DEFENSE FOR EXCLUSIVELY 
DEFENSIVE PURPOSES). WITH SOME REFERENCE TO THE EVALUATION OF 
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THREAT TO JAPAN AND THE FAR EAST, AND THE ROLE THE US IS EX- 
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PECTED TO PLAY IN THE CONTEXT OF THIS POSTURE. 

2. POSSIBLE NON-MILITARY RESPONSES BY BOTH USG AND GOJ 
TO THREATS TO SECURITY IN THE FAR EAST. 

H. US MILITARY PRESENCE IN ASIA 

1. US FORCES POSTURE AND DEPLOYMENT PATTERN IN ASIA
